> Hello, I'm finally settling in my new house, and getting ready to setting 
> up my antennas, I would like some opinions on what to setup, I live in NW 
> Arkansas, which puts it right about the center of the US.

> The house sits in a 150' by 130 clearing, the rest are trees about 60 
feet 

> high. 


Oh, ham heaven! Many would be jealous of what you have. 

> I want to setup some balanced antennas if possible. 

Good antennas. 

The main problem 

I see is that if I put a 40 meter dipole or inverted V about 40 to 50 feet 


high, the signal mostly goes straight up, I have noticed that many have 
similar setups and you seem to be doing ok, so what do you think? 


VVNV NV 


Actually, the signal from such an antenna does not go straight up. Such 
antennas can work a lot of DX, as well as stations closer in. 


The only antennas that give a good pattern that is low to the horizon is a 
vertical (not affordable right now) and a 1/4 wave sloper (not balanced, 
need several pointing in different directions), full wave loop (again 
directional) . I was thinking of using #16, or #14 solid copperweld wire 
for the antenna. 


VV VV WV 


I have used both kinds of antennas you are considering, dipoles at 40-50 
feet and verticals. Both are good antennas and with both you can work DX. 
The vertical does have the edge for lower angle of radiation, but it also 
often picks up more noise. But having a lower angle of radiation does NOT 
mean that you get no long-haul contacts with dipoles, especially at the 
height you will be able to hang them. Dipoles at 40-50 feet make excellent 
all-around antennas, good for both some DX as well as shorter distance work. 


I am going to setup a 80 meter Inverted V , and two 20 meter dipoles at 
right angles to each other, and these are no problem, at 20 I can get 
enough height, at 80 I want it to be a cloud warmer, it is the 40meter 
antenna that I need some help with. 


I was thinking that later I could get something like a Cushcraft R8 
vertical 40-6 meter vertical, any experiences with it? 


VVVVV VV MV 


No, but I have used a HyGain trapped vertical, both roof-mounted with lots 
of properly cut radials and ground-mounted with the same radials. The 
vertical has done well for me. 


I think if I had to choose a dipole over a vertical, I would go with the 
dipole, but there are advantages to both. Why not just set up both and be 


able to switch easily between them. That's a win-win situation for you, as 
you compare antennas. I've had this switching choice between a dipole and 
vertical in the past and I like it.

Hi Ed and All, 


> If in 1963, a rudimentary knowledge of the radio technology of the day was 

> sufficient, why not today? We are testing at least an order of magnitude more 
> than we did when I was licensed. How much harder do we have to make it on > 
newcomers before they are not "dumbed down?" 


Good point but....... (Ahhhhh, you knew there had to be a "but" eh?) :-) 


I have always felt that the xxhobbyx*x of amateur radio was just that..... a 
hobby. And it's also xxamateurx*x radio not professional radio! So to me the 
entry level tests should test a person on very BASIC concepts like Ohm's Law and 
the rest should be devoted to rules AND how to operate. By how to operate I 
mean that you should have to sit down and have a "QSO" with someone. This could 
include all the modes that the license class being tested for covers. 


As one moves along the different license classes the level of difficulty should 
increase INCLUDING the operating portion. And I still like the idea of needing 
"time in grade" before upgrading to the next level. This gives a person the 

chance to gain *xrealxx experience, be it operating on the air or making things. 


But I'm just about a majority of 1 on this I think! :-) 


The above does NOT mean that hams going through the ranks like that would be any 
*xxbetterx* (or any worse) then those who go through the ranks now or even in 
63ish. 


I have also thought that you should **NOT*x* have to memorize any formulas to get 
your license but rather all the formulas including some that are wrong or not 
needed, should be part of the test..... a page or two of nothing but unnamed 
formulas. You x*xshould*x* be able to pick out the one you need for the problem 
at hand. Or maybe they could even be labeled and all you would need to do is 
understand the question enough to locate and use the right one. 


As to Ed's questions....... let me just say that I would think I could dig 
around in the books and come up with the right answer (if there is one!) to the 
first question. Having never known much of anything about the second I'd just 
have to pass. And this is from someone who even had to draw schematics on his 
general class license test (back in the 50's) and I even made my living for 
awhile working in a 2 way radio shop as a technician. :-)

a lot of DX are worked every day with these antennas.

I'd buy into having to have some experience too. 


In itself I don't think it's a bad idea either. However, the General and 
Extra test is supposed to measure if someone is ready for the next level 
(if you look at it as levels). Now if you could build something into the 
test that somehow could test actual experience, then that would be 
great. It takes some people longer than others to gain experience. 


I don't think it's fair and not even effective to have only a minimum 
time requirement on a license class. You can not assume that simply 
because someone has to stay within a certain level for a period of time 
that that person actually gained the experience (or any at all) you are 
looking for. It would also not be fair to hold back someone at a certain 
level if the person has say an EE degree, is the club engineer and has 
20 years of experience in the field under his or her belt. On the other 


end there may be folks folks who get a Tech license so they can operate 
a station at the Red Cross during disasters, but never get on the air or 
do anything else with their ham ticket. They could then still upgrade 
and be at the same level of experience as the guy who went from Tech to 
Extra in 8 weeks. The minimum time requirement did not provide the 
latter person with the experience level expected. 


What I could go for is for things like not publishing the question pool 
of the Extra test and make sure that at least 20% of the questions is 
new every year and put the level to pass the test at 85%. I know that 
this requires work, but at least it would give the guy with a lot of 
knowledge and experience a decent shot at getting the Extra quickly and 
it requires the not so experienced to do some actual homework beyond 
that of memorizing the question pool. 


Just my 2 cents. No flame intended.

In a perfect world, I would suggest you MAKE time to build the K2. There is 
nothing more satisfying than using a rig you've built. 


If that really isn't possible, you probably want to think about how you 
operate. If it's going to be a stay at home CW rig, then the K2 wins hands 
down. But if you are going to take it mobile or portable, you may find the 
817 a little more convenient. 


If you aren't a CW guy and intend to operate mostly SSB, then you must have 
a rig with mechanical filters, which spells the 817 plus the optional 
Collins filter. 


Do you operate 40 a lot? On 40 the superior IM of the K2 is going to be a 
win. 


These are very different rigs, and if you think about what you intend to do, 
I suspect you will conclude that one or the other is the obvious choice, but 
it's going to depend on you.

As an annoying character on one of my son's favorite cartoon shows likes to 
say, "If you have to ask, you'll never learn!" 


We seem to be forgetting that the FCC exam is only to help ensure that we 
have the MINIMUM amount of knowledge necessary to use a shared resource - 
spectrum - without impeding others' use of it. It's like passing a test 
for a driver's license. All I've proven is that I can probably operate a 
passenger car without killing someone anytime soon. Am I qualified to 
compete in NASCAR? No way. 


In the example given, the knowledge of how to measure the SWR of one's 
antenna system is not required to prevent interference with other stations. 
It's possible to purchase a radio and antenna, install them according to 
the instructions, and operate well without measuring the SWR. (Not a good 
idea, mind you, but it's possible.) 


A ham -is- expected to know that operating a transmitter, whether to make a 
contact or to measure an antenna's SWR, requires good practices like 
finding a clear frequency, using the least amount of power necessary to get 
an accurate reading, and identifying. 


>I would

As I have to remind my wife occasionally: "Don't 'should' on me." She has 
expectations, some justified, some not. Saying a ham "should" know this or 
that isn't justified unless you're the FCC. (If you disagree with the FCC's 
requirements, take it up with them.) 


It's been my experience that most hams, if asked in person, will try to be 
helpful. (Sometimes too helpful - I've received bad advice from 
well-meaning fellows who didn't really know the answer, but wanted to 
help.) The worst cases of "he should know that already" I've encountered 
were either on the Internet or when a third party asked the question on 
behalf of an absent ham. (Which can be doubly damning - not only is the 


original questioner being slammed, but the person that relayed the question 
is also being slammed for bringing it up and not answering it himself.) 


>I£ we continue to

Or else the less experienced hams will band together and "leave the old 
fogeys alone," to figure out what they need to know by trial and error.

Despite the air time this topic is getting, I think it's only a few "bad 
apples." It's like the evening news - you hear about the one person that 
made an unauthorized withdrawal at the bank, and not the 2000 other people 
that did everything correctly.

They're not all that way.

But since the radios are sold most to the USA and 
quite a few to Europe, there is a manual and radio problem. 


The bands the radio should cover changes as you go from country 
to country because of local rules. So the radio's need a way to set the 
band edges easily. All that I have do this internal to the radio and 
require moving diodes from one hole to another. 


Manuals are a major problem. The sentence structure used in 
Japanese sounds funny in English, French and German. But I heard 
somewhere there is a Swedish guy who translates the manuals to English, 
French, and German. Or that is what he says he does. 


I recall a dual band Handheld radio I bought and still use daily 
called an ADI HT-204. It comes with a nice manual which I found has 
nothing of value on the first 14 pages. Then in very odd sentence 
structure it provides all you need to know in 2 pages. 


Many times I have provided talks to Radio Clubs about using 
repeaters and the secret is to save that odd size paper manual that 
comes with your HT. Without it you should just throw the radio away. 
Then get out the manual and RTFM. Then RTFM again! Then try and set up 
the radio.
